SEA TRAGEDY. 


Mad Career with Knife 
On Empress of Canada. 


FILIPINO AMOK, 


Two Killed; Twenty. shine 
Wounded. 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

The C.P.S,, R.M.S. Empress of 
Canada, which berthed at Yoko- 
hama this morning brought two 
Chinese membera of. the crow 
who were killed and 29 steernge 
passengers and members of the 
crow who were wounded by ao 
Filipino who ran amok on board 
the ship yesterday morning, stab. 
bing indiscriminately with o 
knife. 

Running along the alley way, 
the mad man slashed right and 
left, eluding pursuers for half an 
hour, before he was finally 
cornered by the ship's Oiflcers 
who found him hiding in the 
fore part of the ship, after rac. 
ing along the saloon deck which 
was fortunately deserted as 
saloon passengers were having 
breakfast. 

Capture of the amok was fins 
ally effected by turning on tho 
ship’s hose charged with hot 
water; then the mad man wag 
selzed and placed in irons. 

Six. of the Filjpino’s : victims 
were wounded seriously, includ- 
ing three who ure probably fatal- 
ly injured, Because of their con- 
dition these six were landed at 
Yokohama and conveyed to hos. 
pital. The others are being 
treated on board the ship.

Absurdity of Children’s Bus Fares, 

A’ the serious risk of being indirectly accused of an inability to 

think clearly we return for the third—but not necessarily last 
—time to the subject of the Kowloon bus “services,” Our con- 
cern to-day is for the children. Apparently in the estimation of 
the bus companies they are necessary evils, to be discouraged by 
every means possible from patronising the buses and to be prevent. 
ed from making the bus system popular, 

Monthly tickets are issued to school children, but such tickets, 
according to the conditions printed on them, are not available on 
Sundays and holidays and on week days are only available between 
the hours of 7.30 a.m, and 5.30 pm. (Mondays to Fridays, inclusive), 
If the juvenile holders dare to use a bus at any other time their 
monthly ticket is null and yoid and they are compelled to pay 
the ordinary half fare. On x Saturduy afternoon it would be useless 
to plead that they were returning to school for some special class 
or for the rehearsal of o forthcoming playlet—Pay or be turned 
off the bus! 

This policy can be and has been pushed to extremes. Let a 
child of between, say, five and ten years of age forget to bring his 
monthly ticket from home of A morning and let an frascible inspector 
board that bus — off gocs the child into the street or dragged to the 
bus company’s office like some condemned criminal, and then com- 
pelled to walk back home or on to school, a distance of anything be- 
tween a quarter of a mile and a mile!

He may know full well that that child 
has been a traveller by hia particular route for years and that he 
has always been using a monthly ticket — but he js afraid to open 
his‘mouth and proclaim to the liverish inspector that he can testify 
to the child’s bona fides, . 

Why should monthly ticketa be limited to school children? Are 
there not many children who never go to'school, some of whom may 
be educated in their own homes? If their parents aro willing to 
take out children’s monthly tickets fur them, why should they not 
be allowed to do so? : x 

On broad principle r half fare is a half fare all the world over. 
Why should a child not be entitied to uso-that half fare monthly 
ticket, during any time of the day on any day, be it Monday, Sunday, 
or Saturday afternoon? It appears as df the bus companies require 
to alter thetr whole attitudo to children. “Why doesn’t some one 
write in to the Kowloon Ratepayers’ Association about it” waa thé 
half-ngonised query of a lady on o bus whose child had been vic- 
timised by an over-zealous inspector, We have met her plea by 
publishing this article, fully confident that the K.R.A., whose soll- 
citude for tho children of the mainland {is no loss than that for 
growns-up, will give tho subject very carntat conslderation.

The.“ Baby Car” of 
the Water.

A MESSAGE, 


“Master the Highway 
Code.” 


“Phe present year will provide no 
practical test of the working of tho 
now Hond Trafile Act,” writes Mr. 
Herbert Morrison, the Minister of 
‘Transport, in a epeclal Eastern 
meusage to motorists in Tho Light 
Car and Cyclecar. ‘I feel confident 
that its effect will bo to inerease tho 
safety of all uscra of the highway, 
and at the samo time to add to tho 
enjoyment of those who use a motor. 
car or a motor-cyele mainly for con- 
venicnce or ‘for pleasure, To the 
latter class I appeal with confidence 
ta do their sharo in making the 
Act a success and to this end L 
would ask every reader to master 
thoroughly and to carry out, both in 
the letter and In the spirit, the 
directions for the guidance of all 
users of the road contained in the 
Highway Code, They are simple 
and will, I think, commend thom- 
selves to every courteous and con- 
siderate driver. 

“It is on the general realisation 
of these ideals, more than on tho 
mere avoidance of actual offences 
such ay dangerous driving, that the 
convenience and safety of the public 
in the use of the highway ultimnte- 
ly depends." 


MOTORISTS AND THE LAW. 


No one would wish to seo o 
motorist who had driven dangerous- 
ly or committed some real offence 
escape punishment on a technicality, 
but, at the same time, so many 
motorista have in the past suffered 
fines for purely technical offences 
that it is interesting to record 
several cases where an insistence on 
the letter of the Iaw has resulted 
in thelr acquittal. 

For example, a lorry driver was 
summoned for excceding the speed 
limit. The constable gave ovidenco 
of the weight of the vehicle, parti- 
culors of which he had copied from 
the alde of the lorry. The solicitor 
for the defence submitted that such 
a description constituted a written 
dccument ~~ namely tho lorry — of 
which notice to produce had not 
been served upon the defendant. 
The magistrate allowed this objec- 
tion, 


In another instance a motorist de- 
fended by the A.A. was charged 
with an offence. The pollec admlt- 
ted that the defondant was not step- 
ped ut the time of the . alleged 
offence, that no written notice of 
intended prosecution had  beon 
served upon. him, and the summons 
was not served within 14 days of 
the offence. The Bench therefore 
dlamissed the summons.

Thousands of Pounds 
Wasted Daily. 


Every day thousands of pounds 
are Hterally thrown sway by tho 
ever-growlng army of motorists, 
and a further huge sum Is added 
to running costs through neglect of 
thelr tyrea, A motor vehicle func- 
tions only in proportion to the time, 
care and Inspection given It; but 
how many motorlsts jncludd tyro 
Inapection under this heading? 

It is dangerous to run nn engine 
whort of ofl, but how many people 
‘realise it is equally dangerous to 
run thelr tyres short of air? 

‘The tyre manufacturers 
tyre nuiteile for every vehicle at 
present munufaetured, and issue, in 
printed form, information showing 
the correcL Jond which any tyre 
should carry, and the right sir pres- 
wre whieh in necessary to produce 
the maximum of riding comfort and 
the minimum of fatigue in wteerIng 
the vehiele, 

_ Beneath the rubber trend on a 
tyre is a earcaye of cotton, which 
is built up to carry a definite load. 
The side walla of this carcase are 
so constructed as to flex without 
frneturing the cotten, The -tyre 
preasture recommended for any 
vehicle ia auch that a motorist can 
tnke advantage of this flexing with: 
out causing any damage to the 
tyres; but, should the pressire be 
maintained at n higher ‘or lower 
level than that recommended, the 
motorist lays himself open to serious 
trouble at a Inter date, the interval 
of time being controlled by the ex- 
tent to which the tyre haa been 
Inflated over or tinder the recom- 
mendation, 

Friction and Heat From 
Under-Inflation. 


In the case of an under-intlated 
tyre, the flexing of the side wall 
sets up friction, and this friction 
causes heat. Rubber ig a bad cone 
ductor of heat; cotton naturally 
loses its flexing qualilies with In- 
‘reused temperature. The obvious 
result is that either the cotton cords 
will fracture or the rubber will 
separate ‘from the cotton, thus 
weakening the side walls of the

Development of Motor 
Industry. 


Although critics of hire-purchase 
nnd deferred payment. anes incline 
to‘disctias the system in relation to 
boom and depression —perleds, it 
should be clearly understood that 

‘thease Important modern methods of 
distribution are pecullar to neither 
of thease industrial — conditions, 
writes J. Gibson Jnrvic, Chairman 
of United Domintona Trust, Limit- 
ed. Inatalment selling, as It fs very 
generally described, functiona to 
beat advantage in normal periods, 
and although it may play an Smport- 
ant part in mitigating conditions 
during a depression, it docs not in- 
tensify any of the factors reaulting 
in a boom. 

It is aomewhat dificult to state 
the exact effect of thn system on 
the depresalon now being experlenc- 
ed tn thie country, for during tho 
laut few yeara It has continued to 
develop and a growing number of 
people is showing an intercat In Its 
possibilities, It is, therefore, not 
eany ta assess the preeiue extent, {f 
any, to which ite development can bo 
attributed to the - depression;,and, 
moreover, In my opinion, that has 
actually Ino some respecta retarded 
itn’ progress. ' 

The position in the United States 
duringg 1920 Indicates that depres- 
sion there did not adversely affect 
to any considerable extent inatal- 
ment selling operations, Reports 
received show that although — the 
weneral curtailed business activities 
of 1980 enuged a considerable reduc- 
tlon in the volume of instalment 
wales as compared with 1929, the 
volume for 1930 was larger in tho 
ease of certain companies than in 
any year other than 1929, The 
reports further show that the ox- 
perience of 1930 confirms the funda- 
‘rental coundness and safety of in- 
stalment paper, While repossessions 
and ebarje-off flems, arising out of 
Inatalment paper acquired, have 
been alihtly greater than previous- 
ty-in proportion to volume of bual- 
heey, the percentarg involved is still 
xo Jow that it need not cause the 
slightest uneasiness. ‘There have 
licen subatantlal) though expected 
devreases in the volume of businces 
yelutinge to motor vehicles, but Ine 
dustrial receivables show an in- 
creaae, indicating: that the experi- 
ence of this country, to which I 
hall refer later, has been that of 
America, in that instalment selling 
ia being extended ta'the acquisition 
of machinery merchandise in great. 
cr volume than ever before. 

There can be no doubt, however, 
that during the period of depresaion 
in this country instalment selling 
has continued to develop, and it {s 
safe to say that many industrics 
have been able not only to maintain 
wut, to inerense production through 
its agency, A large percentage of 
instalment buyers are people with 
regular incomes er people whose 
commissions are consistent enough 
to ennble them to be brought within 
the regular income-carning — class. 
More and more of these are depart- 
ing from the “cash down” attitude 
for the acquisition of articles of a 
durable nature; sometimes because 
they prefer to leave investments 
undisturbed and avold the risk of 
loss that a realisation would incur, 
and aometimes because they prefer 
to adjust their future ex 
penditure to the commitments that 
the new acquisition has crented. 


The Motor Trade.

It ja an erroncola 
though prevalent dea, often held In 
quartera which should know better, | 
that hire-purchase, and instalment-~ 
buying gonorally, aro means merely 
for tho distribution and acquisition

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luxury nature. This js not the case. 
Instalment. selling, which is merely 
long-term credit by fractional re- 
payments, hus been extended to the 
acquisition of many types of mer- 
vhandise, including  wood-working 
machinery, laundry machinery, bak- 
ing machinery, and commercial re- 
frigeration plant. The installation 
of all thls new plant and cquipment 
can be traced to this new type of 
credit, new’ at least to the extent 
that it [Is now widely used and its 

tension organised. Ib ig, how- 

wy, difficult to conceive the amount 
of merchandise which has remained 
tincreated tlarough =o manufacturers 
failing or refusing to realive to 
what extent sasistance waa und is 
available. 

What effect hs the depression 
had-on administration? There hag 
been little difficulty in accepting 
moat of the business offered. This 
fs no inconeiderable tribute to the 
type of the applicant for credit and 
to the manufacturers or dealers who 
submit the applications, There has 
been no oxparience of improvident 
people endeavouring to secure mer- 
chandise to which their credit 
standing did not entitle them.

RAILROAD GIANT. 


Largest Locomotive in 
the World. 


+ OPK, PRODUCT, 
Montreal, Canndn, 

The Jargest and most power- 
ful locomotive of its kind in the 
world and the first of the type on 
this continent. was completed 
and, rendy for service when the 
ginnt, oil-burning, three-cylinder 
“8000” type engine, representing 
‘ny new era in the advancement of 
steam motive power of greuter 
efleiency and higher eustnined 
capacity, waa placed on exhibi- 
lion in the Windsor Strect stn- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way at’ Montrgal recently, A 
photograph of this engine ap- 
pears in our illustrated supple- 
ment to-day. 

It was built by the railway at 
its Angus Shops in Montreal and 
is destined for use in freight and 
passenger service in the Rockies. 
It is attracting much interest in 
mechanicnl and = railrond circles, 
partjcularly because of the radi- 
cal departure in boiler  dosign 
from the present type of locomo- 
tive boiler and also because of 
the high steam pressures used 
with resultant economies in fuel 
without additional costs far 
boiler muintenance. 

Huge Weight. 


Statistics in regard to this 
monster locomotive will give 
some iden of its size. The weight 
of the engine is 486,000 Ib, 2nd 
the tender 300,000 lb, a total of 
786,000 Ib, or 39244 tons, while 
length overall of the two is 99 
feet $4) inches, an increase in 
weight of 44,800 Ib. and an added 
Jength of 1 fdot two inches over 
the 6,900 series lncomative, the 
biggest tocomotive priot to tho 
construction of the “8000.” The 
ton driving wheels are 63 inches 
in diameter, the two low pressure 
cylinders ‘ located outside the 
frame and using superheated 
steam at 260 lb. pressure per 
square inch nre 24 inches in dia- 
meter by 80 inches stroke and 
the high pressure cylinder situat- 
ed between the frame and using 
superheated steam at 860 Ib, 
pressure per square inch is 1614 
inches in dinmeter by 28 inches 
stroke, transmitting its power 
through a piston and connecting 
rod to a crank axle locnted at the 
second pair of driving wheels. 

Tractive Effort. 


The tractive effort of the loco- 
motive is 90,000 pounds, an in- 
erease of about 17,000 pounds 
over the 65,900 series. This 
means that on a level track the 
8,000 will be uble to haul a 
freight train of 150 forty-ton 
freight curs, 2 total weight of 
6,000 tons and over a mile in 
length, The tender has a capa- 
city of 12,000 galtons of water 
and 4,360 gallons of fuel oil, en- 
ubling the locomotive . to muke 
long hauls without replenishing. 
The ageregate length of all the 
seamless steel tubes used in the 
construction of the boiler united 
alone totals to 18,695 feet or 
slightly over 314 miles, 

Three in Europe. As 

There are three locomotives of 
this type in Europe which aro 
showing excellent savings in fuel, 
ranving from 26 to 86 per cent, 
In comparison with the conven- 
tional design of locomotive. The 
lurgest of the European locomo- 
tives is only 42 per cent. of the 
weight and develops 36 per cent. 
of the power of the 8000.” 

In co-operation with the 
American Locomotive Company 
and the super-heater Company, 
of New York, H. B. Bowen, Chief 
of Motive Power and Rolling 
Stock, Canadian Pacific Railway, 
designed the “8000” ‘after he hnd 
made a special trip to Europe in 
1929 for the purpose of studying 
various types and developments 
of locomotives there. The con- 
struction of this ginnt locomotive 
was handled under the direct 
superviaion of J. Burns, Works 
Manager, Angus Shops, and T. 
Donald, of Mr. Bowen’s staff.

Consulted Says “Times,” 


PRESS UNEASY,

It is stnted that among the 
non-political guests invited to 
mect the German atatesmen is 
Mr. Bernard Shaw, The visit of 
Dr. Bruening and Dr, Curtiua is 
the subject of newspaper com- 
ment. ' 

Tho Times says: “By their 
first public statements the Ger- 
man Ministers have shown thnt 
they have accepted.the British 
invitation in the spirit in which 
it was made.” 

; Friendly Talk, 

‘We have come with no papers 
and programme," snid the Chan- 
cellor. “Our intention is to have 
a friendly talk’on all matters 
that are of common interest to 
our two countries.” 

The Times says that even this 
modest declaration ‘requires the 
addition of a rider, There are 
indeed many points that concern 
our two countries, but none that 
concerns our two countries alone, 

“There is nowadays not a single 
major issue of European politics 
—and least of all the economic 
crisis and disarmament, which 
have been particularly mention- 
ed by the Chancellor — which 
affects the two countries only.

, Exaggerationa, 
_ The Times refers to the increas- 
ing tendency in Germany to cir- 
culate exaggerations and even 
frischoods on Reparations and 


{peace treaties which “are credit- 
ed to an almost inconceivable ex- |: 


tent by a people that fs still 
driven in upon itself by the con- 
sequences of the War,” and con- 
cludes by expressing the opin- 
ion that the present meeting 
will be really useful if it helps to 
draw Germany from the state of 
spiritual isolation in which she 
has remained shrouded too long. 

The Daily Telegraph describes 
the purpose of the visit as “‘con- 
firming by a friendly and in- 
formal intercourse those god re- 
lations with the German Republic 
which are part of thia country’s 
policy of goodwill and under- 
standing with all the family of 
nations.” 

Resolute Firmness, 

It commends the resolute firm- 
ness with which Dr. Bruening’s 
Government have dealt with a 
domestic situation of extraordin- 
ary difficulty, and in connection 
with the possible raising of the 
Reparations question by the Ger- 
mang it emphasises. that “the 
matter is exclusively one for de- 
eision by Germany's war credi- 
tors, whose own position, more- 
over, would impose the necessity 
of consultation with the Govern- 
ment of the United States.” 

The Manchester Guardian also 
stresses this aspect of the mat- 
ter.” It is grotesque to suppose 
that any scheme of revisiun of 
Reparation’ Pavments could be 
fixed by the German and British 
visitors during the week-end 
visit.
